same Is hereby amended by 
deleting from the first 
sentence thereof the words 
“The University of Tennes¬ 
see, Martin Branch” and sub¬ 
stituting In lieu thereof 
the words “The University of 
Tennessee at Martin,” and by 
deleting from the second 
sentence thereof the words 
“The University of Tennes¬ 
see, Martin Branch” and sub¬ 
stituting In lieu thereof the 
words “The University of 
Tennessee at Martin.” 


Governor Buford Elling¬ 
ton’s signature on Senate Bill 
No. 488—the University name 
change — on Tuesday mark¬ 
ed the beginning of a new era 
for the institution. 

FOLLOWING Is a sy¬ 
nopsis of the name changes 
the University has experienc¬ 
ed. 

The University of Tennes¬ 
see at Martin had its 
beginnings in 1900 with the 
founding of Hall-Moody Junior 
College, a church-related col¬ 
lege. 

In 1927 the campus and 
facilities were purchased 
from the Baptists by Weakley 
County and Martin. A special 
act was passed by the state 
legislature creating the Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee Junior 
College. 

In 1951 the junior college 
was elevated to The Univer¬ 
sity of Tennessee Martin 
Branch. The title of the ad¬ 
ministrative head was changed 
from executive officer to dean. 
A second legislative act pass¬ 
ed at this time provided for 
a trustee of The University 
of Tennessee to be appointed 
from Weakley County. 

The following is the con¬ 
text of the bill, which will be 
framed, along with the pen 
it was signed with, in the Uni¬ 
versity Center. 


SECTION 2. BE IT 
FURTHER ENACTED, That 
this Act shall take effect from 
and after Its passage, the pub¬ 
lic welfare requiring it.

DR. SCHWEITZER’S pre¬ 
sent duties include teaching 
and directing research in the 
fields of Inorganic and nu¬ 
clear chemistry on the main 
campus and at the Oak Ridge 
division of the university. 

He is author of over 80 
papers in inorganic and nu¬ 
clear chemistry, a textbook 
on radioactivity, a book on the 
doctorate, numerous papers 
in the lnterecting spheres of 
science, philosophy and re¬ 
ligion, and Is contributor of 
essays to a number of books. 

Dr. Schweitzer is a mem¬

He has 
appeared on over 100 college 
and university campuses lec¬ 
turing on science, philosphy 
and religion.

Spring has erupted a new wave of cyclists here on campus with 
anewed safety problems. Recently the Tennessee Legislature 
passed a bill which will become effective within a month, 
making helmets and face shields of some type essential equip¬ 
ment for all cyclists. 

MARTIN, however, has had a similar city ordinance since 
last March which prohibits riding without a helmet, although 
many students seem ignorant of the fact. Some seem to think 
just because their bike is licensed out of state, they are not 
required to abide by city and state laws. But all cyclists 
residing In the state must abide by the safety measures. 
Violators of the safety laws are subject to fines. 

According to authorities cyclists’ attire should consist of 
durable clothing. A heavy jacket, preferably leather, should 
be part of the cyclist’s costume. Leather takes "pavement 
rash” best. Safety experts point out that veteran cycllstsi 
are rarely injured. 

SINCE a helmet is generally the only protection had by 
cyclists, the safety devise is Important. Most veteran cyclists 
recognize their need and would wear a helmet without the law, but 
many beginners haven’t the respeetdue the machine. These care¬ 
less individuals are the hazard on the road-a threat to auto¬ 
motive operators, pedestrians, and other cyclists.

Hie Rolling Stones have taken over. So say the leaders of the 
universal pop music circuit now that the BeaUes have retired. 

Twelve thousand rock ’n’ roll fans rioted In Zurich, while 
8,000 teenagers fought through police barriers in Warsaw just 
trying to get to their new found idols. 

THE "Stones” have a weird but unique sound. They began by 
imitating the Negro dialect and 
soul-music of Chuck Berry 
and Muddy Waters. Waters’ 
folk ballad "Rolling Stone 
Blues” even inspired their 
name. The "Stones” have 
the reputation of being the 
"baddies,” because the 
Beatles were so called the 
"goodies.” They dress grub¬ 
by, talk rough, and sing ly¬ 
rics that are sometimes even 
more than just suggestive. 

THE MORE adverse publi¬ 
city the higher the Stones 
climb on the pop charts. They 
have sold 40 million records 
and now have three albums on 
the U.S. bestseller lists. 

They deny their rebel image 
but bill themselves as "five 
reflections of today’s child¬ 
ren.” 

“Let’s Spend the Night To¬ 
gether,” their most recenthit, 
was banned in many cities and 
the words reluctantly changed 
for their January appearance 
on the Ed Sullivan Show. 

MICK Jagger, 23, the 
Stones’ thick-lipped lead 
singer, has to appear in court 
next month for possession of 
drugs. The London news¬ 
papers are now asking: 

"Would you want your daugh¬ 
ter to marry a Rolling Stone?”

AS A START, fietitions to 
stop University expansion will 
be presented to the City Coun¬ 
cil. The fietitions state, " Pro¬ 
gress at the cost of suffering 
is morally wrong.” 

Temple only recently re¬ 
ceived fierinission for Its 
program last September 
the City Council changed the 
residentially zoned area to an 
institutional development dis¬ 
trict, thus allowing construc¬ 
tion. 

Residents of tire predom¬ 
inantly Negro slum area may 
be left homeless, since the 
University, owning most of 
the property, can reclaim it 
without relocating them. Tem¬ 
ple officials have given no in¬ 
dication that they will provide 
other housing. 

MANY displaced older 
people will not be able to ob¬ 
tain mortgages for new homes, 
Robinson said. The area 
should be rehabilitated rather 
than demolished, he added, 
because of great difficulties 
in relocating. 

Area residents claim they 
were not Informed of any hear¬ 
ing on the zoning change, al¬ 
though Councilman Thomas 
McIntosh had promised to in¬ 
form them. McIntosh said he 
attended a meeting of the group 
only after the zoning hearing 
and said then that he would 
inform them of any others. 

The Councilman said no 
one opposed the zoning change 
at the first hearing, but If 
residents of the area were op¬ 
posed to expansion, he would 
also be against it. 

HE predicted the Uni¬ 
versity’s program could be 
stopped if enough people fought 
it. 

Other politicians are 
pledging support. At the last 
meeting of the group, Herbert 
Cain, Republican Congres¬ 
sional candidate in the dis¬ 
trict, and Robert Nix, Jr., 
son of the Democratic incum¬ 
bent of the district, offered 
the group aid in its efforts to 
stop Temple’s expansion.

Books , Tuition 
Now Deductible

The United States Senate 
has approved by a 53-26 vote 
a plan to provide a federal 
Income tax credit of up to 
$325 for tuition, books and 
fees paid by students In col¬ 
leges, universities and other 
post-high school Institutions. 
Final enactment of the plan 
probably will depend on the 
decisions made by a Senate- 
House of Representatives 
conference committee. 

UNDER the amendment 
offered by Rlbicoff and ac¬ 
cepted by the Senate, the tui¬ 
tion and fee credit is 75 per¬ 
cent of the first $200 paid, 
25 percent of the next $300 
and 10 percent of the next 
$1,000. The credit is sub¬ 
tracted from the income tax 
owed the government. 

Hie credit Is available to 
any person who pays die tui¬ 
tion. Thus, It would be avail¬ 
able to working students and 
wives as well as to parents 
and other relatives. Parents 
with more than one child In 
college or graduate school 
may het a separate credit for 
each. 

"OVER two-thirds of the 
benefits of this amendment 
would go to families earning 
less than $10,000 a year,” 
Rlbicoff said. A formula re¬ 
duces the amount of the credit 
available to high bracket tax¬ 
payers. 

IN OFFERING the tuition 
tax credit amendment, Senator 
Rlbicoff said there Is an ur¬ 
gent need for tax relief for 
“In the long run/’ he said, 
“my amendment would serve 
all America. For our strength 
lies not Just In the richness 
of our/isoll, rvof Juat.in .&• 
wealth ;+f the factories of our 
vast, complex physical.tech-:
